DEFINITE PERIODS TO PRUNE 


Popular Subject for Individual Dis­ 
putes as Practically Every Month 
Has Its Advocates. 


The best time to prune trees has al­ 
ways been a popular subject for in­ 
dividual 
dispute. 
Practically 
every 
month in the year has its advocates. 
This fact indicates that there may be 
some truth in the old 
loose-jointed 
rule that the time to prune is when 
tile saw is sharp. 
At any rate, we 
may infer that under certain condi­ 
tions, pruning may be safely done at 
any time of the year. 
However, it is 
best always, even in the care of the 
home orchard, to have two definite 
periods during the year in which to 
prune; once during the dormant sea 
son, from 
November to April, and 
once in the height of the growing 
season, along in June. 
Both winter and summer pruning 
have their advocates, but the object 
to be gained in pruning really should 
be the determining factor, as the ef 
Cepcts of the two is almost opposite 
Wanter pruning tends to check the 
growth of fruit buds, and encourages- 
rood growth, including the 
forma 
Hon of water sprouts. 
On the other 
hand summer pruning promotes the 
formation of fruit buds, and checks 
wood growth. Sometimes these results 
are very marked, but usually are not 
conspicuous enough to attract atten­ 
tion of the grower. 
There is always much more time 
in the winter to do the work an 
important consideration on the gen­ 
eral farm. 
The men also usually do 
the pruning better, and the brush 
can be disposed of more easily- There 
is also time to paint over and care 
for the wounds caused by the prun 
mg.

bloom from February till June, as

The first bullet struck Dora in the 
left shoulder, the second above the 
hip and she fell. 
The man threw his 
revolver to the pavement and ran up 
the avenue, pursued by a throng of 
persons from the theater. 
Detective Clare was on a surface 
car. and saw the hunted man running 
toward him. He leaped off and seized 
the fugitive. 
The next moment the 
detective and his prisoner were sur­ 
rounded by a mob which tried to drag 
apart the detective and his captive. 
The reserves marched the prisoner 
hack to the theater, 
and 
upstairs, 
where the wounded girl was awaiting 
an ambulance. 
She said she didn’t 
know Spurgeon. Other girls had seen 
the man loitering in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Spurgeon said he was 27 years old. 
He was ragged, and apparently half­ 
starved.

L. I., where the 
country home of the late Mayor Gay- 
nor is, as well as 20 Eighth avenue, 
Brooklyn, Mayor Gaynor’s city home.

Indian 
Runner 
ducks 
are 
the 
hardiest of all domestic fowls. 
As 
they do equally well in confinement 
or on free range, they may be profit­ 
ably kept by persons in town or city 
j as well as by farmers. 
They do not 
I require pond or running water—just 
j water to drink in, 
something 
deep 
| enough so the whole head can be im- 
I mersed, says the Interstate Poultry- 
j man. 
They may be kept more clieap- 


j ly on free range, as they will find 
J many things of little or no value, such 
i as bugs, worms, grasshoppers, glass, 
! etc. 
These they convert into large 
I white eggs, which if not 
sold 
for 
j hatching will command several cents 
j above the market price of hen eggs 
I and at Easter will bring 
twice 
as 
much. 
They do not differ in flavor 
from hen eggs, but are superior for 
all kinds of cooking. 
As a table fowl 
the Indian Runner duck is excellent. 
The meat is tender, juicy and flue- 
grained. 
Thus far the demand 
for 
breeding stock and eggs for hatch in? 
has been so great that the duck has 
not been raised to a great extent at 
market stock; but wherever it has 
become known as a table fowl it is 
wanted. 
As egg-producers the Indian Run­ 
ner females are too valuable to sell 
on the market until from three to nine 
years old. 
A flock from a good-lay­ 
ing strain will average from 240 to 
250 eggs per layer per year, if prop­ 
erly managed. 
I find by actual test 
that the feed that will keep a Ply­ 
mouth Rock hen in good shape will 
keep a Runner duck plump, so I think 
it safe to say that they can be kept 
as cheaply as any of the large breeds 
of hens in winter and cheaper in sum­ 
mer if on free range, as they will for­ 
age farther into the fields. 
We like 
them much better than hens, as they 
do not destroy crops, neither are they 
so much of a nuisance around the 
buildings as hens. 
The ducklings of 
this breed can be raised to a market­ 
able size cheaper and more quickly 
than those of any other breed. 
As 
the ducks * never set, the ducklings 
must be hatched by incubators or 
hens. 
Hens give the best results, oft­ 
en hatching every egg given 
them. 
The eggs are very fertile and may, if 
desired, be hatched any month in the 
year. 
Ducklings hatched in June or 
July often lay all winter, while, if 
hatched in March, they will lay in 
time to hatch ducklings from them by 
the 1st o# October.
